WASHINGTON. 


The New Civil Service Rules as Moa- 
ified ana Approved. 
WasHineton, May 9.—The Civil Ser- 
vice rules were this morning approved 
by the President substantially as printed 
Friday last. The rules, as approved, 
are twenty-two in number. <A clause 
preliminary to the rules, containing a 
formal promulgation, is recast in form 
so that it begins ‘‘President’’ and goes 
on to say.that the rules hereby promul- 
gated as rules one, two, three and four 
are unchanged. In rule five; which 
provides for the classification of service, 
the only change made is to call the first 


class departniental service, instead of 
classified service. At Washington the 
reason given is that service at the cap- 
tal is alldepartmental. No change has 
been made in the rule in regard to com- 
petitive examination. The changes in 
rule seven are to have orthography put 
in the first subdivision, and writing 
taken out of the first subdivision and 
put in the fourth. The reference to 
fifty per cent. of complete proficiency in 
examination is stricken out and left as 
a point to be obtained. A trifling change 
is made in rule eight by adding two 
words, so that the rule now provides 
that no question during examination 
shall call for the expression of any po- 
litical opinion. Rules nine and ten are 
not changed. In rule eleven a slight 
modification is made. ‘The fifth subdi- 
Vision requiring applicants to state, 
among other things to which he is re- 
quired to make oath, asto his own moral 
character, is stricken out, as it was be- 
lieved best by all the commissions to 
refer to recommendations of applicants 
upon this subject, and an addition re- 
quiring applicants to state what he 
knows as to employment of other mem- 
bers of his famiiy in public service was 
made tothe rules during the work of 
revision. In rule twelve the only change 
is one as to editors. The original copy 
of the rules was .published in the Chi- 
cago Tribune, Cincinnati Commercial- 
— and New York Times on Friday 
ast.

Hereafter, in- 
stead of povling earnings, the three 
roads will each keep its own, which ar- 
rangement the Rock Island people claim 
to be greatly to their benectit. Passen- 
ger rates will not be affected.

The “Robbed” Paymaster an Embes- 
gler Instead ot a Victim. 
San Antonio, Texas, May 8.-—Major 
Wasson, the paymaster alleged to have 
been robbed of $24,000 on the train near 
Fort Worth, has practiced a fraud to 
cover his short account with the Gov- 
ernment. An examination by Col. Ter- 
rell exhibited a shortage of about $5500. 
Wasson confessed the deficit and has 
designated the hiding place of $18,500. 
The officers went for it. 
A Steamer Sunagged and Sunk 
the Missouri. 
Bismarok, D. T., May 8.—The steam- 
er Big Horn, which left here April 29th, 
loaded with 285 tons of general mer- 
chandise, consigned to Montana mer- 
chants, struck a snag on the morning of 
May 8th, five miles below Poplar river, 
causing her to sink to her nw deck in 
five minutes. Boat and cargo are re- 
ported a total loss. The steamer was 
valued at $20,000; no insurance. The 
cargo was fully insured. 
The Shotguu in Louisiana, 
New Onueans, May 9.—At Ferry. 
Landing, Rossier Parish, opposite here, 
D. C. Hutchinson, a cattle dealer, de- 
liberately went to the store of John 
Belcher this evening, and shot a young 
man named Lyon, who was standing on 
the frout store gallery. Lyon was 
Belcher’s clerk. Two balls entered 
Lyon’s left breast. After being shot 
Lyon stepped aside, seized a double- 
barrel gun and fired on Hutchinson, who 
was running away, striking him in the 
thigh. Lyon fell on the gallery and 
died. The cause of the trouble is un- 
known. 
Fatal Ratlroad Collisio.z. 
MitwavkEE, Wis., May 9.—A special 
to the Sentinal says: A collision oc- 
curred on the Madison Division of the 
Chicago and Northwestern road, be- 
tween a passenger and freight train.

Cutcaco, May 9.—Washington spec-

I repeat that in this 
matter with my wife, which has been 
made so public, I have nothing to say 
further than that it pains me to see her 
name and mine associated with such 
dastardly, vindictive dispatches as have 
gone forth tothe world. I am the man, 
she is the woman, and in those rela- 
tions I will shield her name at every 
point in my power.

Wasuincton, May 9.—The new di- 
vorce suit between Senator Fair and his 
wife attracted little surprise in Wash- 


ington. Fair has brought his wife here 
but once, and it has been rumored that 
they did not live happily. A Congress- 
man who claims to know the family his- 
tory says he was not surprised at the 
suit. He had known for a long time 
that Mr. and Mrs. Fair did not live hap- 
pily together, and he thought that the 
Senator would not oppose her suit. He 
says Mrs. Fair is of a very jealous dis- 
position, and has often accused her hus- 
band of infidelity. The Senator, he 
added, is willing to accept separation on 
most any terms. When asked whether 
it might not influence Mr. Fair to re- 
sign his seat, the gentleman replied that 
he wouldn’t be surprised, as Fair was 
not over-pleased with his Senatorial 
life.

Change eof Ownership of the New 

York * Worid.”’ 

New Yorx, May 9.—Mr. William 
Henry Hurlburt, President of the 
Press Publishing Company, com- 
pleted to-day the transfer of the 
entire property of the World news- 
paper to Joseph Pulitzer, of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. Mr. Hurlburt will 
announce this in the World to-morrow 


morning, anda number of the World 


under the editorial charge of Mr. 
Pulitzer will be issued on Friday. 
It will continue Democratic. Mr, 
Pulitzer will extend and modify its 
local features. The price paid by Mr. 
Pulitzer is understood to be about 
$400,000. This does not include the 
building erected for the paper under 
Mr. Hurlburt’s directions in 1881, which 
has been leased for a term of ten years. 
Mr. Jay Gould, in disposing of his en- 
tire interest in the World, is carrying 
out the policy before announced, of clos- 
ing out his holdings generally of rail- 
way and telegraph properties, pre- 
paratory to a tour round the 
world. It is understood to be 
the purpose of Mr. Hurlburt to sail. 
for Europe shortly, and in that case it 
may be expected that he will take the 
opportunity offorded by his leisure to 
inspect the places in .Great Britain 
which received the attention of Mr.

Failure of an Attempted Union of 
Churches. 

To the Editor of the Times—Stie: Will 
you give space for a brief notice of the 
proceedings of a public meeting held in 
Westminster on Saturday, the 5th instant, 
the object of which was to effect a union 
of the churches of that place in the sup- 
port of one minister instead of three? 

It is generally known that Westminster 


was organized as a religious and temper- 
ance colony; that it had its days of pros- 
perity, and that in the progress of human 
events three churches were brought into 
existence, viz: Presbyterian, Methodist 
and Congregational, and in the order 
named. (Whether they all had a legiti- 
mate birth, we will not stop to inquire.) 
Each has a church building; but from 
various causes the population has been di- 
minished, and consequently the churches 
weakened. Hence the effort to form a 
union. 

From the records of previous meetings, 
it appears that committees from each of 
the churches were appointed to confer, and 
agree if possible, upon a basis of union. 
This having been accomplished, solicit- 
ors were sent out to see what could be 
pledged for the support of the combined 
churches. These several committees came 
in with their reports, and the result show- 
ed that less than one-half of the amount 
estimated to be needed, was secured; a 
result that indicated that there was a 
hiteh somewhere. But an inquiry into 
the cause of such an unexpected result, 
revealed the hitch to be in the basis, 
and a few well-timed remarks from a 
member showed that it was open to se- 
rious objections, as it secured the most 
important services to one church, and 
opened the way for a contest for the occu- 
pancy of the pulpit. 

Various suggestions were made with 
a view to reach the object for which the 
meeting was called. But this advantage in 
the basis gained, no arguments could pre- 
vail to place the other churches on an 
equal foeting. At this stage of the pro- 
ceedings the fog was so far dispersed as to 
diseover the outlines of the whale that was 
to swallow Jonah. Thus ended an effort 
at union, with the spirit of union left out. 
Westminster still retains her monuments 
of discord, and the effort demonstrated 
the utter folly of attempting a union upon 
a basis that carries injustice and illiberal- 
ity on the face of it.

GENERAL CROOK. 


General Crook has disappeared in 
the mazes of the Sierra Madre, intent 
on performing the duty that lies near- 


est him, which is the pursuit, capture, sii 


Cispersion or destruction of the hostile 
Indians against whom he has been sent 
with an inadeqnate force. There is a 
painful though unconfirmed rumor 
that his troops have met with a re- 
verse. A dispatch from El Paso, Tex., 
is to that effect. The report comes 
over the Mexican government wires, 
and is said to have been sent after 
Adjutant-General Drum, now en route 
to Fort Wingate,N.M. The Mexican 
officers express considerable anxiety as 
to the condition of Crook’s forces, be- 
lieving that he moved more rapidly than 
he should have done, and therefore 
has not received the full co-operation 
of the one thousand cavalry which 


- were to have supported him. There 


appears to be nothing definite or spe- 
cific in the report of an engagement, 
and the most known at present is 
that the Apache force is much more 
numerous than was first supposed, and 
Crook’s force is so small that there is 
very serious apprehension that he has 
not been able to cope with the savages. 
Further particulars will be awaited 
with anxiety. 

We trust and believe that the 
rumor is without full foundation. Un- 
til we are forced by undeniable facts 
to believe it, we shall continue to 


cherish an old-time confidence in 
the ability of this most. skill- 
ful of Indian fighters to take 


care of himself and his men, although 
they be surrounded by superior num- 
bers of armed and wily foes in the 
very heart of a hostilegcountry. Of 
course, an ambuscade and a surprise 
are possible: no commander, however 
vigilant and skillful, can absolutely 
guarantee his army immunity from 
disaster in Indian warfare. If Gen- 
eral Crook has nft with a disaster, it 
is the first one he has ever encountered 
in the course of a long career as an 
Indian campaigner, during which he 
has been called upon to _ take 
great risks and march __ into 
not a few ugly places. Mean- 
time, while we are waiting for 
détinite news from the field of opera- 
tions, General Crook is entitled to the 
confidence of the country on the 
strength, of his record asasoldier. He 
is entitled to immunity from hostile 
criticism until it i is certainly known 
that he has. committed some military 
blunder or failed in his duty as a vigi- 
lant commander. 

We :ndorse every word of the fol- 
lowing, which is from the pen of one 
of General Crook’s old officers in the 
War of the Rebellion—and one of his 
best—General J. M. Comly, of Ohio: 


To any one who knows General Crook, 
it is little less than astounding to find any 
Republican editor criticising him on the 
score of prating to the newspapers about 
‘‘what he intends to do’’ in his operations 
against the Indians on the border. Gen- 
eral Crook’s old soldiers know him to be 
modest, reticent, brave and just. Any 
intimation that Gcneral Crook is one of 

“he advertising generals would excite the 
fndignation and contempt of every Man 
who ever served under him. He is the 
most audacious and daring of fighters, 
and the most shy and retiring of talkers. 
The person who holds him responsible for 
the newspaper guesses as to his intentions 
betrays an ignorance which would make 
such person a proper object for guardian- 
ship by his next friend. 


We venture the opinion that there 
is scarcely one of Crook’s old soldiers 
—scarcely one worthy to have served 
in his gallant old corps—who does not 
say aye to that indorsement. 


A DECADE’S DAMPNES8S—AGAIN. 


‘The following is the rainfall in 
inches during the past ten seasons, 
commencing with the rainy season of 
1873-74, and ending with the rainy 
season of 1882-’83, which may be as- 
sumed to be now substantially over.

The table is just what it 
purports to be, viz: an exhibit of the 
rainfall by years, not by seasons. As 
we have before remarked, it is a table 
made up from the Sigual Service 
records as kept, and could have been 
easily converted into an exhibit by 
seasons, had we considered that 
course necessary. Had we pro- 
fessed to show in the table the rain- 
fall by seasons, and then credited the 
season of 1880-81 with a fall of only 
5.53 inches, (the amount which fell 
in the entire year of 1881,) our table 
would have been not only misleading, 
but it would have been clearly incor- 
rect. We made no such profession o 
attempt, hence the Herald’s criticism 
falls to the ground, feeble and impo- 
tent. As it stands, the table 1s neither 
misleading nor incorrect. 
Our carping critic professes to think 
that we are ignorant of wher the 
rainy season begins and ends in South- 
ern California. That is a very silly 
pretense, obviously made in bad faith, 
and it requires no refutation. So also 
is the pretense that we have not made 
a fair showing for this section, as 
respects its rainfall, when we have 
simply quoted the official figures 
recorded by the  Govern- 
ment observers. These criticisms 
have just as much in them as has the 
following, which has nothing at all 
in it—save abvurdity: 

Though the Tres embodies a preten- 


tious table in its article, it seems to have 
no relation to this section. 


If a table of the rainfall here at Los 
Angeles has “no relation to this sec- 
tion,’’ to what section, may we ask, 
does it have relation ? 

The criticisms of the Herald are not 
distinguished for pertinency and good 
sense.

They will 
find here a tenfold better climate and 
greater Opportunities to earn good 
wages than anywhere else on the con- 
tinent. He has given his word that 
Southern California shall no longer be 
ignored or neglected in this matter.
